NO. 46 . - - An Army, Navy and Air Force examination 
for admission to the National Defence Academy for 
the 17th Course commencing in January 1957 wll be 
held by the Union Public Service Commission at 
Allahabad , Bombay , Calcutta , Delhi, Ludhiana , 
Madras, Nagpur, Patna , Shillong and Srinagar some 
time in June 1956 . 


NOTE 1 , - - The appointment of candidates in catego 
ries ( c ) and ( d ) above will be subject to the issue of 
certificates of eligibility in their favour by the Govern 
ment of India , Certificates of eligibility will not 
however be necessary in the case of candidates be 
longing to any of the following categories : 


( 1 ) persons who migrated to India from Pakis 

tan before 19th July 1948 and have ordinarily 
been resident in India since then ; 


2 . Admission to the National Defence Academy will 
be made on the results of a written examination to be 
conducted by the Union Public Service Commission 
and an interview by a Services Selection Board . 


persons who migrated to India from Pakistan 
after 18th July 1948 but before 30th September 
1948 and had got themselves registered as 
citizens within the time allowed .

Candidates should indicate in the application form 
their order of preference if they wish to compete for 
more than one Service . Due consideration will be 
given to the preferonce expressed by a candidate at 
the time of his application , but the Government of 
India reserves power to assign him to any Service or 
branch of Service taking into consideration the 
vacancies available in each Service or branch and the 
aptitude of the candidate . 


( 4 ) non - citizens who entered service under the 

Union before the commencement of the 
Constitution , viz ., 26th January 1950 , and 
who have continued in such service since 
then . Any such person who re - entered or 
may re - enter such service with a break , after 
the 26th January 1950 , will however require

NOTE 2 . - A widower or a person who has divorced 
his wife cannot be treated as an unmarried male for 
the purpose of the above rule . 


NOTE 1 . - Ratings ( including boys and artificer ap 
prentices ) of the Indian Navy must give Indian Navy 
as their first preference . 


5 . Candidates should be medically fit in all respects , 
A number of qualified candidates are rejected subse 
quently on medical grounds . Candidates are, there 
fore , advised in their own interest to get themselves 
medically examined before submitting their applica 
tions, to avoid disappointment at the final stage . The 
development of the candidate should be such that by 
the time he attains the age of 17 , he will reach the 
standards of medical fitness shown in Appendix I. 


NOTE 2 . - - Candidates who have applied for the 
Indian Navy Examination for admission as Special 
Entry Cadets into the Indian Navy or Indian Air Force 
Examination for admission into the Air Force College 
must exercise their final option before admission to the 
National Defence Academy course. After admission , 
they will be considered neither for Special Entry in 
the Navy , nor for direct commission in the Air Force .

The Union Public Service Commission shall pre 
pare a list of candidates in order of merit as disclosed 
by the aggregate marks awarded to each candidate 
at the written examination . The candidates who obtain 
qualifying marks at the written examination shall 
appear before & Services Selection Board , where candi 
dates for the Army /Navy will be assessed in officer 
potentialities and those for the Air Force in Pilot 
Aptitude and officer potentialities .
